The big guns, however, have continued 
their rain of shells on opposing posi- 
tions at various points. 

At La Chapelotte, in Lorraine, the 
Germans launched a heavy infantry at- 
tack against the French, which was re- 
pulsed. Some of the Germans obfained 
a footing in a portion of the French 
salient, but later were driven out with 
heavy losses. :

On the eastern front, near Garbunov- 
ka, the Russians made a heavy attack 
against the Germans, but, according to 
Berlin, were repulsed with sanguinary 
losses. Heavy artillery engagements 
are still in progress in the upper Corde- 
vole and Monte San Michele zorfes of 
the Austro-Italian front. 

The British official communication 
from Mesopotamia says the British are 
still holding their lines on the right 
bank of the Tigris against the Turks, 
and have somewhat extended them at 
one point by driving in the Turkish 
pickets. 

Russia has sent additional troops to 
the western front. Another contingent 
arrived at Marseilles 
The first contingent, described as “a 
strong force,” reached Marsellies last 
Thursday and was sent north almost 
at once, presumably to the battle 
front. 

A raid by eight British aeroplanes 
on a hostile camp at Quatia, in Egypt, 
near the Suez canal, is announced by 
the British authorities, who declare 
that the camp was destroyed and that 
the hostile forces apparently began to 
withdraw from the district. 

A bombardment of German positions 
on the Belgian coast by British war- 
ships, described as one of the heaviest 
in this region during the war, is re- 
ported in a news agency dispatch from 
Amsterdam. 


ARTILLERY FIRE 
VERY INTENSE. 


Paris, April 25.—The official commu- 
nication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

‘North of the Aisne, after artillery 
preparation, our troops captured this 
morning a small wood south of the Bois 
des Buttes (region of Ville-au-Bois). 

“In the Argonne our heavy batteries 
destroyed a German post and shattered 
an enemy trench to the extent of about 
fifty metres. In the sector of Four 
de Paris at Hill 285 the Germans ex- 
ploded a mine. Our barrier fire -pre- 
vented the enemy from occupying the 
crater, the southern edge of which we 
occupied. 

“West of the Meuse there was an in- 
tense bombardment at Hill 304 in the 
region of Esnes and Cumieres. 

“East of the Meuse the day was réla- 
tively calm. In the Woevre a very vio- 
lent bombardment occurred in the. sec- 
tor of Moulainville, but there was no 
infantry action during the course of 
the day. One of our Jong range guns 
effectively bombarded the Heudicourt 
station. 

“In Lorraine, to the southeast of the 
Badonvillers, the Germans, after an in- 
tense bombardment,. delivered about 
noon a strong attack against a salient 
which formed our line at La Chappel- 
lette. The attack was completely re- 
pulsed. Some enemy groups which had 
gained a footing in the nortneast part 
ef the salient were driven out in the 
afternoon and in part exterminated by 
our fire. We took about fifteen pris- 
oners, one of them an officer. 
“Aviation: Near Vauquois an enemy 
aeroplane compelled to land inside his 
lines after a combat, was destroyed by 
our cannon. In the region of Verdun 
one of our pursuit aeroplanes brought 
down a German aeroplane, which fell 
on Cote du Poivre, about fifty metres 
from our trenches.

GERMANS ASSERT. 


Berlin; April 25.—(Via London.)— 
Heavy fighting has been in progress 
for positions near Dead Man’s Hill, 
northeast of Verdun, the war office 
announced today. The French ad- 
vanced in waves against the German 
trenches, but were driven back under 
fire of infantry.. 

The text of the official statement 
follows: ‘ 

“Western Front—Theer has been 
very lively activity by the artillery and 
aviators on both. sides. 

“West of the Meuse hand-grenade 
attacks developed during the night 
northeast of Avocourt. 

“An attack delivered in several waves 
against our trenches east of Dead Man’s 
Hill broke down under infantry fire. 

“Our. aviators .conducted extensive 
bombardments of numerous camps of 
the enemy. One hostile aeroplane was 
shot down by our guns near Tahure and 
destroyed. Another one was shot down 
east of the Meuse. It rolled over on 
being struck, and fell to the earth. 

“Eastern front: Another Russian at- 
tack east of Garbunovka broke down 
with heavy losses to the attacking 
forces. A German aerial squadron made 
an attack on the railway and ammuni- 
tion depots at Moledecuno. It had good 
success, aS was noted by the observ- 
ers.” 


BRITISH WARSHIPS 
BOMBARD COAST. 


London, Ap®il 25.—An attack on Ger- 
man positions on the Belgian coast by 
British warships is reported in an Ex- 
change Telegraph’ dispatch from Am- 
sterdam. 

The bombardment is described as one 
of the heaviest in this region during 
the war. 

The dispatch says the following més- 
Sage has been received in Amsterdam 
from Flushing: 

“Several British warships, accom- 
Panied by destroyers and other vessels, 
yesterday bombarded Zeebrugge and the 
German batteries off Heyst, Blanken- 
berghe and Knocke. The bombardment 
was one of the heaviest since the be- 
ginning of the war, and also of the 
longest duration. 

“The damage done at Zeebrugge is 
said to have been enormous. The har- 
bor and docks were hit several times 
and some ships were sunk. 

“British aircraft also threw bombs on 
German batteries.” 

The Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Central News telegraphs that during 
the bombardment of Zeebrugge the fire 
from the British warships was an- 
swered by three German destroyers. It 
is said these destroyers were driven 
into Zeebrugge harbor and that all of 
them appeared to have been hit. 


BRITISH AIRSHIPS 
BOMB THE TURKS. 


London, April 25.—Eight British aero- 
planes bombarded the hostile camp at 
Quatia in Egypt near the Suez canal, 
it was announced officially today. The 
camp was destroyed and the hostile 
troops, the aviators reported, apparent- 
a Steg to withdraw from that. dis- 
rict.

Previous Attacks by Germans. 

On previous occasions attacks have 
been made on the English coast dur- 
ing the war by German warships. The 
most important raid was made De- 
cember 16, 1914. The towns of Scar- 
borough, Whitby and Hartlepool, about 
150 miles north of Lowestoft, were 
bombarded and about 130 persons were 
killed. Aided by fog the German ves- 


sels escaped, 

On January 24, 1915, a further at- 
tempt of the kind was made, but the 
German squadron was met off Dog- 
gerbank by the British battle cruiser 
squadron under Vice Admiral Sir David 
Beaty. On being sighted the Germans 
made for home at high speed. Their 
rear ship, the Bluecher, was sunk and 
two other cruisers weré eet on fire 
and damaged severely. 

The British flagship Lion was dis- 
abled by a shot in one of her feed 
tanks and was towed home. 

The first German naval raid on the 
British coast was made on. November 
3, 1914. Three battle cruisers, the 
Seydlitz, Moltke and Von der Tann, 
the armoured cruisers’ Bluecher and 
Yorck and the protected cruisers Kol- 
berg, Graudenz and Strassburg left 
port on the’ evening of November 2, 
and at. dawn appeared off Yarmouth. 
They bombarded Yarmouth and 


Lowestoft for about 20 minutes and 
then returned. A British submarine— 
the D-5—~attempted to pursue the Ger- 
mans, but struck a mine and, sank. 
The Yorck also struck a mine and 
went down with 300 men. 

The raid on Hartlepool, Scarborough 
and Whitby was the most important 
of these ventures. The German cruisers 
poured a hail Of shells into the towns 
for an hour and a half and in addition 
to the large number killed, 200 or 
more persons were wounded. News of 
the raid produced the greatest ex- 
citement in England, where it was 
thought for a time that an attempt at

Officials at the city hall yesterday 
were not prepared to say what the city 
will do to remedy this state of affairs. 
No plans have apparently been made to 
provide for the disposal of the garbage 
of the city if the determination of the 


company is enforced. 
Gees to Council. 

Mayor Woodward, however, stated 
that the matter would be presented to 
council. 

Chief Jentzen stated he would refer 
the matter to the board of health, which 
meets on Friday afternoon, and receive 
his orders from them. 

“About the only thing left for me to 
do,’” he said, “is to dump the garbage 
on the commons of the city, and this 
will certainly raise thousands of objec- 
tions from citizens in the communities 
where garbage will be unloaded. 

“I will fill up the big pit at the crem- 
atory plant and cover it over with 
dirt, and also fill up the big trunk sewer 
lines and fill over the garbage with 
dirt to keep down disagreeable odors as 
much as possible, 

“There is no money on hand for me 
to operate the crematory plant. It 
would require an additional amount of 
$25,000 or $30,000 to operate this plant 
during the remainder of the year, ac- 
cording to the figures given out by 
the Destructor company, and this would 
pay for labor only, and not take care 
of any overhead expenses or repairs.” 

City Attorney Mayson was asked if 
the city could operate the plant. He 
said he thought the city could only 
dump its garbage elsewhere. 

May Affect Court Status. 

City hall officials are afraid that if 
Atlanta takes over the operation of 
the crematory plant on next Tuesday 
that when an effort is made to appeal 
the recent decision of Judge Newman 
to the supreme court that their case 
will be weakened, the supreme court 
holding that the city of Atlanta would 
then be in possession of the crematory, 
and that they should then pay for it. 

Chief Jentzen declares that with the 
approach of hot summer months that

bropgeht to London on Sunday for trial. 


The announcement follows: 

“Sir Roger Casement, who was ar- 
rested in connection with an abortive 
attempt to land arms in Ireland from 
a German vessel, was brought to Lon- 
don on Sunday morning. He was met 
at Euston by officers frem Scotland 
Yard and is now detained in military 
custody. It is understood evidence of 
his proceedings in Germany .since the 
outbreak of the war will be produced 
at his trial.” 

The arrest of Sir Roger Casement is 
dealt with by The Pall Mall Gazette in 
an editorial which is extremely signif- 
icant at this moment, but which for 
obvious reasons cannot be dilated upon. 

“Before Germany took the trouble to 
send arms to Ireland,” says the news- 
paper, “she must have been satisfied 
of the existence of agents in that coun- 
try who were prepared to receive and 
use them in her interests. That is to 
say, that there must have been active 
communication between [Irish traitors 
and their confederates in Berlin despite 
all existing precautions of censorship 
and supervision. . .. When we find a 
force devoid of arms undergoing mili- 
tary training in Ireland and a cargo 
of arms from our enemies seeking a 
landing place in that country, it be- 
comes highly desirable that the con- 
nection, if any, Detween these two 
striking henomena should be more 
fully explained.” 


WAS INSURRECTION A 
PLOTTED IN NEW YORK? 


New York, April 25.—News of riot- 
ing in Dublin following anonymous 
distribution here last night of an al- 
leged cipher message stating that a 
revolution had broken out in Ireland 
— excitement today in Irish cir- 
cles. 

“I was not aware conditions were in 
such a state.” said Joseph C. Walsh, of 
the publication Ireland. “There has 
been trouble before, but it has not been 
serious. Sinn Fein volunteers have 
tried to break up Fe plies meetings 
in Dublin and townspeople have re- 
taliated by opposing the Sinn Fein 
men. In these recent clashes a po- 
liceman was shot. Two days later two 
leaders of the Sinn Fein volunteers 
were ordered to leave the country.”

The mysterious cipher message cir- 
culated yesterday here said that the 
fighting in Dublin began Saturday. 

Although it is known that. several 
Irish-Americans of acknowledged pro- 
German convictions have been before 
the federal grand jury investigating a}- 
leged German plots, Assistant Federal 
District Attorney Woods declined to 
comment today on rumors that details 
of the Irish insurrection had been 
plotted here.

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* CIVIL SERVICE UNDERPAID. 

There has been recent agitation in Wash- 
ington, especially on the part of The Wash- 
ington Times, based upon testimony taken 
before the house subcommittee on the Nolan 
bill for better and more satisfactory remun- 
eration for the civil service employees of the 
United States. 

The people of the country have been led 
to believe that the civil service had accom- 
plished wonders for government employees. 
It gives them, following satisfactory exami- 
nation, permanent employment which ig not 
subject to the vicissitudes of politics. Tak- 
ing these employees from under the appoint- 
\ing power was supposed to have been a 
great boon and blessing. Undoubtedly it 
was, in so far as permanency of employment 
is concerned, but ag to the question of earn- 
ings, that is another matter. 

It is not recorded that there has been any 
decrease in the salaries paid civil service 
employees as compared with former years; 
at the same time, it is insisted that these 
salaries have not been increased in anything 
like the measure in which the cost of living 
has advanced. For instance, it was brought 
out before the committee which is now con- 
sidering the Nolan bill proposing increased 
salaries, that a government employee receiv- 
ing $720 a year—and more than half of them 
get around this figure—where he has a 
family consisting of wife and three children, 
cannot spend more than five cents per meal 
for each member of his family. Even at 
that rate alone food costs him $273.75 a 
‘year. It was pointed out that this same 
family must spend for rent at least $240 a 


year, which leaves him a meager remainder } 


for clothing, household furnishings and doc 
tor’s bills. 

Among the witnesses who testified before 
the committee were many who declared they 
did not see a “movie” oftener than once a 
year. One father stated he had never been 
able to buy talcum powder for his baby, and 
that it never had enough clothes. These are 
gsome-of the conditions said to surround 
more than seven thousand government em- 

_ployees in Washington, now receiving less 
than $2 a day, or $720 a year. ; 

Discussing the situation, The Washing- 
ton Times says: 


The disgracefully low salaries paid 
by the government are emphasized by 
atatistics showing that approximately 42 

r cent of employees in this city would 

affected by the passage of the Nolan 
bill, which proposes a minimum govern- 
ment wage of 33 a day. In other words, 

one-half the government workers 


1 
in the Capital City are below the $3-a- 


day srade. 
How long will a nation that spends 


money freely for public buildings, riv- 
‘ers and harbors, salaries of its higher 
ores, monuments, national parks, 
and “mileage grabs,”’ continue to under- 
pay its helpless clerks, messengers, jani- 
tors and laborers? 

Undoubtedly, something ought to be done 
about it. Henry Ford, with his minimum 
wage of $5 a day, has already put the nation 
to shame. At least the salaries of these gov- 
ernment employees should have been ad- 
vanced with sufficient rapidity to keep pace 
wath the ever-increasing cost of living. 

Congress can well afford to pass , the 
Nolan bill, with the relief if proposes for 
this distressing condition, without any fear 
that a charge of extravagance will be lodged 


against it.

WE MUST FINISH THE WORK. 


The Washington Post well states the at- 
titude which the administration and govern- 
ment of the United States must continue to 
occupy until some satisfactory conclusion 
has been “brought to the situation in that 
country which permits border bandit war- 
fare and assassination. The Post says: 


However delicate the situation con- 
fronting Carranza, howeveg sympathetic 
the American government may be toward 
his efforts to organize a stable govern- 
‘ment, the first duty of the United States 
is to make forever impossible another 
outrage like that of Columbus. The 
Mexicans who obstruct the execution of 
our duty become allies of Villa. The 
American flag cannot be lowered to such 
persons without humiliation and dis- 
honor. The return of the American 
troops with Villa still defiant and rein- 
forced by Carranza’s followers would be 
one of the most humiliatin ncidents in 
the history of the United ates. 


This is precisely the attitude The Consti- 
tution’ has taken with reference tothe Villa 
affair, and there is every reason to believé 
that it fairly states the views of the present 
national administration and its advisers, 

We realize, of course, that Carranza, 
feeling that his tenure of office is somewhat 
uncertain and that he owes his first duty to 
himself and his country, is halting between 
two fires. On the one hand is the question 
of equity and justice and the protection of 
the people of the United States against 
such outrages as that at Columbus, while 
on the other he has to contend with the 
hot-headed and ambitious politicians who 
exercise more or less control over the Mex- 
ican army. : " 

If Carranza is sincere in the promise 
which he made to protect foreigners in 
Mexico, as well as peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens of his own. country, it is self-evident 
from the Parral incident, and other events in 
Mexico since the United States troops en- 
tered it, that he exercises little or no con- 
trol over his own troops. Think of the 
army of the United States deliberately at- 
tacking a visiting force in this country, 
which had entered under official permit and 
whose security, so far as government troops 
were concerned, had been assured by the 
president or by congress! 

A little firm dealiff% with Carranza will 
no doubt settle the present dispute, as the 
United States means it shall be settled, and 
perhaps without the necessity for that inter- 
vention which would mean an unfortunate 
and unnecessary war.

county, or section, and has forthwith demon- 


strated this belief in a county-wide crusade ‘ 


for more efficient rural education. An, ¢vi- 
dence of the practicality of the citizens of 
the county in question is found in the fact 
that they want practical education intro- 
duced along with the age-old  cut-and- 
dried studies. Co-operating with the county 
board of education and the superintednent, 
a farm demonstration agent was employed. 
Through his teaching the boys ‘throughout 
the county have recognized the wealth, 
beauty and possibilities of farm life. 

With all the board members, a live super- 
intendent, enthusiastic citizens and many 
capable normal trained teachers, the plan for 
perfecting rural education in the county in 
question was still incomplete. A rural school 
supervisor and canning club agent was need- 
ed. This was necessary to make the school 
life representative of the homes and the 
county at large. A young lady of training, 
experience, tact and winsome personality—a 
Georgia girl, by the way, trained in a Geor- 
gia college—was chosen to undertake this 
supervisory and canning club work. She was 
employed for eleven. months at a salary of 
$100 per month, and expenses incident to her 
work. She was instructed to go into every 
home: and school in the county. She did as 
She was told and did it well. 

Housecleaning in Schoolhouses. 

The first thing that suggested itself was 
a housecleafiing in every school. ,Many 
homes needed it, but—well—the supervisor 
thought best not to suggest to certain house- 
wives the need of such innovations. The first 
month was devoted to general house- 
cleaning, which included work inside the 
building, beneath the building, and the yard. 
Walls, windows, desks, pails and the like 
were washe@ It was disagreeably surpris- 
ing to see the debris that had collected be- 
neath. the houses. Old shoes, discarded 
baskets, rotten rags, stagnant water and 
other unmentionable things were found—a 
condition testifying ingloriousiy that death 
and diséase were lurking there. 

In almost every community the super- 
visor found the wells in a dangerous con- 
dition, for they were shallow, filled with sur- 
face water and uncovered. A sanitary water 
supply was agitated from home to school and 
vice versa. Money was. raised by various 
means to bore nine wells which made the 
water supply’ sanitary. Recognizing the 
superior purity and healthfulness of the wa- 
ter from these wells many people through- 
out the county have been induced to supp: 
their homes with clean, pure water. Pumps 
and pipes have been installed, thus making 
the labor of the farm women lighter, 

The teachers, pupils, and patrons began 
to notice how greatly clean walls emphasized 
the need of beautiful pictures. eachers 
needed comfortable chairs and sometimes 
desks. Schools needed apparatus such as 
maps, charts, glebes, sanitary drinking cups 
and the like. The county board of educa- 
tion was plainly not able to meet the new 
financial demands. 

Raising Funds by Entertainments. 


The supervisor found it necessary to de- 
vise plans. Most funds were raised by 
some sort of entertainment at the proper 
social center of the community—the school. 
Box socials were held®the ladies rivaling 
each other in baking the best pies, cakes, 
custards, breads and candies. Pie suppers, 
oyster roasts and plays, such as “The Old 
Maids’ Convention” and “Ye Deestrict Skule,”’ 
were given. In these plays patrons of the 
school were leading characters. Votes upon 
the prettiest girl and the ugliest man al- 
ways drew an enthusiastic crowd. At these 
entertainments large sums were raised, 
ranging from $12 to $106 in one evening. 

An unusual gathering -was the 
Dippers’ Convention,” at which the ladies sat 
in a circle and gossiped to their hearts’ 
content. The price of a-ticket to this select 
circle was a quarter. The net sum of $50 
was realized in this way. Altogether $1,100 
was raised for school improvements. 

The supervisor delivered lectures. on 
health—the care of the eyes, t@eth, and per- 
son—upon the ideal school, good morals and 
manners, and told _ stories. She gave 
Physical culture indoors and out. 

Cooking lessons were conducted some- 
times without any,cooking at all. The chil- 
dren were requested to bring each a cup of 
sugar to make a favorite candy. Canning 
club girls occasionally donated some of their 
tomatoes for t soup on cold wintry days. 
Some girl would take to the school a boiler 
which would rest upon the stove. 

An oecasion which evidenced the breadth 
and scope of work done in school improve- 
ment in this particular county was the school 
fair held in May. 
sewing, cooking, embroidery, painting, 
canned goods, poultry, pigs, corn and' other 
things testified to the progress being made. 
Oratory, music, spelling bees, foot races, 
baseball and other activities of the “old 
field” school had a place at the fair. The 
supervisor found many embryonic ob 
Tombs, Abe Lincolns, Jane Addamses, Ty 
Cobbs and Woodrow Wilsons among the chil- 
dren of the fields. 

Some Rare Experiences. 


The supervisor had not a few fare ex- 
periences. An illustration 'is a conversation 
which took place between her and her 
hostess one evening, after an arduous house- 
cleaning at school. The supervisor spent the 
evenings in the communities where she hap- 
pened to be laboring. 

“Is you got any folks?” 

“Yes, mother, father, elght brothers and 
two sisters.” 

“Then, why don’t you live with them? 
It ain’t at all becoming in you to be trapes- 
ing around over the country like this. Why 
ain’t you married? It would be a whole 
lot more becoming in you to, settle down.” 

‘It might be embarrassing to.tell a 
stranger why I’m not married.” 

“Got any fellers?’ 

“Sure. Don’t I look Hke a lady that 
would attract ‘fellers’?” }

About half the time the supervisor was 
called upon for board, but as a rule she was 
entertained in the homes. Where such was 
the case, she became “one of the family” 
and assisted with the regular chores. Thus 
she had many opportunities to teach as 
though she taught not. §cientific cooking, 
sanitation, agriculture, poultry and egg so- 
cieties, farmers’ co-operative organizations 
all came in for their share of discussion. 

The greatest assurance of the success of 
the rural supervisor was the _ co-operation 
received from the people, the attractive 
schools, the unusually large number of boys 
and girls remaining contentedly on the farm, 
and the improved social life of the com- 
munities. The movement has demonstrated

heard at the window. Lisa conceals herself 
behind a door as Amina, walking in her 
sleep, enters the apartment. Rudolpho real- 
izes her condition and leaves the room, Lisa 
makes her escape and tells the people of the 
discovery of Amina in the room of udolpho. 

The villagers, in the meantime, have be- 
come aware of the fact that Rudolpho is 
their master.. Upon coming to the inn they 
find Amina in Rudolpho’s room asleep. Call- 
ing Elvino and Teresa, Amina is cast off by . 
the jealous fiancee. it is here that “Hear 
Me Swear, Then” will be heard in duet. 

Scene two of act two is laid in a beautiful 
valley. As the curtain ascends the chorus is 
singing “Here We'll Rest in These Shady 
Bowers.”

icted a great gap in electrical discovery un- 
til the great American, Benjamin Franklin, 
came along with his kite and discovered that 
atmospheric and frictional electricity were 
of the same composition. 

His lecture carried the history of elec- 
tricity right on through the ages until the 
present day of wireless telegraphy and radio

The history revived by these paintings ‘ 


takes the observer back to 1874, when the 
bill introduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Edgar Butt creating the department of 
agriculture was met with a tie vote. The 
late Senator A. O. Bacon, the then speaker of 
the house, cast the deciding vote, and it was 
due to his vote that the department was 
created and established. 

In hanging the pictures, that of Sena- 
tor Bacon was given the most prominent lo- 
cation. Others are Thomas P. James, of 
Green county, appointed in 1874, and served 
uninterruptedly until 1879; John T. Hender- 
son, of Covington, was the second commis- 
sioner.

When attorneys for Mrs. Amanda 
Massee, the latest contender, filed their 
bill in court today, Judge Speer stated 
that hé would allow the filing of the 
bill and would hear testimony tomor- 
row., ; 

Only one affidavit, this being of Mrs. 
Massee to support the intervention, 
was read today in connection with this 
claim. Attorneys: for Mrs. Massee 
claim that she is the first cousin of 
the deceased millionaire by being the 
daughter of his allegea mother’s sister, 
Fannie Smith. This will be brought 
out in court tomorrow in documentary 
evidence, 

Mrs. Massee is represented by Attor- 
neys H. H. Perry, W. A. Charters, of 
Gainesville, and W. W. Stark, W. A. 
Stevenson, W. D. Martin and G. D. 
Martin, of Commerce. 

Following the presentation of the 
bill by attorneys today, Attorney Bed- 
good, of Atlanta, representing the Cobb 
county claimants, proceeded with and 
concluded his argument. He reiterated 
his former charges of collusion between 
attorneys, temporary administrators 
and the Zadoc Smith heirs. 

Judge Hamilton McWhorter of Ath- 
ens, attorney for the administrators 
and oe a the Zadoc Smith claimants, 
followed Mr. Bedgood and was arguing 
when court adjourned.

Quite frankly had the announcement 
been made that the new singer’s voice 
was light, but that it had the carrying 
quality, and marvelously did it fulfill 
this promise. 

A hearing of it from the extreme rear 
of the big auditorium was it? proof, 
for even there nothing was lost of its 
crystalline purity. It carried by itAvery 
quality, as the brilliance of fine dia- 
monds does, and every tone, like the 
string of diamonds, is matched, and 
merges into the beauty of the whole.

The American Complaint. 

At the outset the note suggests that 
the American complaint Is not so much 
that shipments intercepted really were 
intended for use in the European neu- 
tral countries to which they were dis- 
patched as that the dispatch of goods 
to Great Britain’s enemies had been 
frustrated by methods not hitherto em- 
ployed by belligerents. , 

“It would seem,” says the note, “to 
be a fair reply to such a contention 
that new devices for dispatching goods 
to the enemy must be met by new meth- 
ods of applying the fundamental and 
acknowledged principle of the right to 
intercept such trade.” 

At some length the note argues the 
impossibility of making searches at 
sea, for various reasons, among which 
are weather, the size of modern steam- 
ships and the manner in which contra- 
iband has been concealed. A report from 
Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, commander 
of the grand fleet, based upon his ex- 
periendées of eighteen months, is includ- 
ed. After summing up the = circum- 
stances which it is contended work fér 
less hardship upon trade by sending 
ships to port for search instead of 
searching them at sea, besides the add- 
ed danger of submarine attack while 
search is in progress, Admiral Jellicoe’s 
report concludes by saying: ‘ 

“The difference between the British 
and the German procedure is that we 
have acted in the way which causes the 
least discomfort to neutrals. Instead of 
sinking neutral ships engaged in trade 
with @ enemy, as the Germans have 
done in so many cases, in direct con- 
travention to their own prize régula- 
tions. . . we examine them, giv- 
in as little inconvenience as modern 
naval conditions will allow, sending 
them into port only where this becomes 


necessary.”

In a long discussion of prize court 
procedure the note, gives assurances 
that the orders in council do not over- 
ride international law and that the 
prize court has full power to decide 


‘that any given act under those orders 


is illegal and to entertain any claim 
for compensation on that basis. That 
assurance seemingly is borne out by 
the recent decision of the priv 
in the case of the Zamora, handed down 
since the note was drafted, which se- 
cures ta neutrals the right to invoke 
international law before the British 
prize courts as against the orders of 
the British government. 

As in a previous note, in answer to 
the contention that commerce of the 
United States is being destroyed by the 
British interferences, figures issued by 
the United States department of com- 
merce are quoted to show that exports 
to the Scandinavian countries and to 
Holland increased from $97,000,000 in 
1913 to $235,000,000 in 19T5. s 

“In the face of such figures, says 
the note, “it seems impossible to accept 
the contention that the prize court pro- 
cedure in Great Britain has pfactically 
destroyed much of the export trade of 
the United States to neutral countries 
in Europe, and the inference is sug- 
gested that if . complaints have been 
made to the administration at* Wash- 
ington by would-be exporters they 
emanated not from persons who desired 
to engage in genuine commerce with 
the neutral countries, but from those 
who desired to dispatch goods to the 
enemy under cover of @ neutral oor" 
tination and who found it more di ow 
cult to conceal the real facts from the 
prize court under the new -procedure. 


Cotton Bound form Germany. . 

At this point the note takes up the 
American contention that goods com-« 
prising part of the common stock of 
the neutral country to which they are 
consigned should not be intercepted. 
It replies that “the question of whether 
g0dods dispatched to a neutral port 
were intended to become part of the 
mass of merchandise for sale in that 
country is one of fact.” It declares 
that when the allies found necessary 
to intercept shipments of cotton to 
Sweden, “it transpired that though the 
quays and warehouses of Gothenburg 
were congested with cotton there was 
none available for the use of the spin- 
ners in Sweden.” It adds that contracts 
falling into British hands proved that 
goods were not intended for the con- 
| sumption of neutrals to whom they 
were consigned, but were bound to Ger- 


oF 
“However sound the principle that 
goods intended for incorporation in the 
common stock of a neutral country 
should not be treated as contraband may 
be in theory,” says the note, “it is one 
that can have but little application to 
the. present imports of the Scandina- 
vian countries. 

“The circumstances of a large num- 
ber of these shipments negative any 
conclusion that they are bona fide ship- 
ments for the importing ‘countries. 
Many of them are made to persons who 
are apparently nominees of enemy 
agents and who never figured before as 
importers of such articles. Consign- 
ments of meat products are addressed 
to lightermen and dock laborers. Sev- 
eral thougands of tons of such goods 
have been found documented for a 
neutral port and addressed to firms 
which do not exist there. Large con- 
signments of similar goods were ad- 
dressed to a baker, to the keeper of a 
‘small private hotel or to a maker of 
musical instruments. Will it be con- 
tended that such imports ought to be 
regarded as bona fide shipments in- 
tended to become part of the common 
stock of a country? * 

“In .the presence. of: facts such 
those indicated above, the Unit 
States government will, it is believed, 
agree with his majesty’s government 
that no belligerent could in modern 
times submit to be bound Dy a rule 
that no goods could be seized unless 
they were accompanied by papers 
which established their destination to 
an enemy country, and that all deten- 
tions of ships and goods must uniform- 
ly ‘be based on proofs obtained at the 
‘time of seizure. To press any such 
theory is tantamount to asking that all 
trade between. neutral ports shall be 
free, and would thus render nugatory 
the exercise of sea pews: and destroy 
the pressure which the command of the 
sea enables the allies to impose upon 
their enemy.

Some Inconveniences Inevitable. 

“It is of course inevitable that the 
exercise of’ belligerent rights at sea, 
however reasonably exercised, must in- 


convenience neutral trade, and great 
pressure is being put,upon the United | 
States government td urge the tech- | 
nical theory that there should be no 
interference at all with gree passing | 
between neutral ports and thus to frus- 
trate the measures which the allies | 
have taken to intercept commerce on | 
its way to or from the enemy.” 

The note referred to the action taken , 
by the United States during the civil 
war to stop such a trade and to the 
supreme court’s doctrine of continuous 
voyage given to cover all cases where 
there was an intention to thwart the 
blockade by “whatever means, direct 
or indirect.” 

“His majesty’s government desires to 
assure the United States government,” 
the note continues, “that every effort 
is being made to distinguish between 
bona fide neutral commerce and that 
which really is intended for the ene- 
my. The task is one of exceptional 
difficulty and the statistics show that} 
@ great volume of imports intended 
for the enemy .. must Nave passed 
throug adjacent neutral countries 
during the war. As an instance the im- 
ports of lard into Sweden du®*ing the 
year 1915 may be taken. 
the total import of lard into Sweden 
from all sources was 9,318 tons, of 
which no less than 9,029 tons came 
from the United States. In the three 
years before the war the average an- 
nual report of: the same article was 
only 888 tons, of which 638 came from 
the United States, It ig difficult to be- 
lieve that the requirements of Sweden 
in respect of lard even when every al-| 
lowahce is made for possible diversions 
of trade due to the war could suddenly 
have increased more than ten fold in 
1915. The inference indeed is irresisti- 
ble that the greater part of these im- 
ports must have had another and an 
erfemy destination.” 

The note argues at length to justify 
the effectiveness of the blockade and 
contends that the passage of commerce 
to a blockaded area across a land 
frontier or across an inland sea never 
has been held to interfere with the ef- 
fectiveness of a blockade. 

“The objects with which the usual 
declaration and notification of block- 
ade are issued,” says the notg, “have 
been fully achieved. Again the ef- 
fectiveness of the work of the allied 
dieets under the orders referred to is 
shown by the small number of vessels 
which esca the: allied patrols.

A gen- 
eral strike first was called on Febru- 
ary 12, but on, the recommendation of 
officials of the American Federation of 
Labor the strikers, numbering several 
hundreds, went back to work on March 
6 pending settlement of the differences 
b the labor department mediators. 
The mediation board -left Seattle for 
Sewkhrd on March 10, and its delay 
in reaching an award was given by 
labor leaders as their reason for call- 
ing the men out again. , 

Final acceptance of the award for 
the Alaskan Railway commission as 
employees will rest with Secretarv 
Lane as its head. ‘The secretary said 
tonight he was willing to approve an 
equitable wage and hoped for an early 
end of the trouble.

OF COTTON UATION 


New York, Apmi®. >.—(Special.)—Wing 
Lung Foo receives’ ounces of silver each 
month for his labor. In 1915 this 10 ounces 
of silver exchanged into English a at 
24 per pence per ounce give him 20 shillings, 
In April of this year with the price of sil- 
ver at 32 pence per ounce he reecived 26 
shillings and 9 pence. Last year his actual 
outlay for food probably cost him 18 shil-,; 
leaving him only 2 shillings for 
clothing. This year his actual food costs 
about 20 shillings, leaving him nearly 7 
shillings for such luxuries as cotton. What 
is true of Wing Lung Foo is also true of the 
immense population of India and Japan and 
the entire Orient filled with unannointed 
unbenighted and unawshed who use silver 
as @ currency and wear cotton clothes for 
economy. Wing Lung Foo is only one out 
of 1,000,000 to whom silver at 32 per ounce 
gives a potential purchasing capacity lux- 
uries about 5 shillings per month or ex- 
pressed in American money about $1.10 per 
month larger than last year.

It is this immense added buying power to 
buy goods not yet manufactured which is 
the underlying strength of the bulls in the 
cotton market, but seemingly they prefer 
to talk a scarcity of spot cotton, when in 
reality a plethora exists. Admitting that 
Europe has ashore and afloat 1,400,000 less 
cotton than last year, the fact still remains 
that America has a record-breaking mill 
stock and a record-breaking quantity of 
unmarketed cotton, These latter factors 
will assert themselves commercially long 
before Wing Lung Foo can find the manu- 
factured goods which his newly-acquired 
wealth would permit him to buy. If we 
were bullish on cotton we would use the 
scarcity of goods and not the scarcity of 
cotton as an argument, but we are not bull- 
ish.
